The Pipers share the 6-AA 
crown with Ballinger but 
represent the district because 
of their 10-7 win over the 
Bearcats.

The Mustangs will be 
carrying a 7-3 season record 
into the playoffs, but all three 
losses came at the start of the 
season against 3-A teams.

well in the playoffs. 
Since this is the end of the regular 
season we thought that many of you 
fans would be interested in some of 
the following statistics on the 
season: 
Hamlin’s score by quarters for the 
season has been 96, 27, 49 and 117 for 
a total of 279 points while their op­ 
ponents have scored 13, 20,14 and 46 
for a total of 93 points. The Pipers 
lead in first downs 168 to 117. 
The Pipers have rushed 495 times 
for 2,974 yards for an average of 6.0 
per try while their opponents have 
rushed 423 times for 1,408 yards, an 
average of 3.3. 
The Pipers have completed 23 of 76 
passes for 421 yards while their 
opponents have completed 50 of 144 
for 721 yards. The Pipers have in­ 
tercepted 20 and lost eight. While 
Quarterback Tracy Rowland has 
only completed 28 percent of his 
passes, 17 of 60 for 350 yards, seven 
of these have been for touchdowns. 
With the Colorado City game, 
Johnny Jones went over the 1,500 
yard mark for the season with 182 
carried for 1,547 yards, an average 
of 8.5 per try. He has scored 104 
points in the ten games. His career 
total for 41 varsity games has been 
651 carries for 5,724 yards (well over 
three miles) for an average of 8.9.

The Pied Pipers exploded 
for five quick touchdowns 
here Friday night to maul the 
Colorado City Wolves, 47-7, 
and insure their third trip into 
the state playoffs.
